TETANUS SERUM 


|Test by Doctor Before 
Injection Not 
Positive 

















ST. LOUIS—(Special)—A’ sur- 
prising verdict of.death due to nat- 
ural causes has been returned at 
Overland in the case of Teola, 8- 
year-old daughter of Mr. and, Mrs. 
Harry Natkin, 1266 South. Broad- 
way, who died shortly after she had 
received an injection of anti-tetan- 
us serum. 

The case is particularly interest- 
ing because of the designation of 
the little girl as a type hypersensi- 
tive to the-serum by Dr. W. B. Yost, 
who administered it. Yost said he 
had tested the child’s sensitivity bd 
@ small injection and she had not 
reacted in a way to indicate she was 
sensative but that she apparently 
was because death followed the real 
injection. 

The serum is said to have pro- 
duced a shock which affected her 
heart and respiration. Appatently 
the test made by the doctor was not 
@ positive one. 

Considerable comment has been 
aro by the verdict of the coro- 
ner’s Yury, in view of the apparent» 
desire of the medical profession to 
minimize: the deaths due to vac- 
cinations and innoculations of dif- 
ferent kinds. The child’s death 
was so patently due to the serum.ad- 
ministered that it is felt it is an- 
other case of attributing death due 
to-inncculation and vaccination to 
natural causes, in order that 
statistics will not show vaccination 
as dangerous.

Heat Wave Speeds up Use of 
Water to 205 Gallons a Head 





Total: water consumption in the 
city almost doubled during the 
heat wave, according to Walter 
Molis, assistant. superintendent of 
the Muscatine Water works. During 
the extreme hot weather from three 
to three and one-half million gal- 
lons of water have beeh pumped 
daily, Mr. Molis reports. The latter 
figure would provide approximately

»water is from 1,500,000 to 1,750,000 
gallons of, water daily. 

The capacity of the local water 
works is in the vicinity of five mil- 
lion‘ gallons: of -water daily, and 
consequently no restrictions with 
regards to sprinkling have been 
made..

They had knocked the record for 
girdling the globe into smithereens. 
The Graf Zeppelin had done it in 
22 days. 

Averaging a flying speed of more 
than 150 miles an hour, they had 
made a merry-go-round out of the 
world we live in astride their flash- 
ing plane, “The Winnie Mae.” , 

Around the world like a clock- 
15,000 miles—ticking from New 
York to Harbor Grace to Chester, 
England, Hanover; Germany; Ber- 
lin, Moscow, Siberia, Alaska,’ Ed- 
monton, Cleveland and home again 
to New York. Over two oceans, 
j-cged mountain ranges, arid des- 
erts, unseen lands and untouched 
clouds, the tream-colored mono- 
plane streaked to glory under the

ones, the Bureau says. Delectable 
cold concoctions usually cost more 
than plain and simply prepared 
cooked meals. The low cost food 
guide has only a small wéekly al- 
lowance of meat which is often the 
basis for the: cvuld meal. Cooking 
meat with potatoes or cereal ex- 
tends its flavor so much more than 
it it is eaten by itself. But today’s 
menu uses cold sliced shoulder as 
the mainstay of the dinner, which 
is not entirely given over to cold 
Tood. 

If the shoulder is prepared the 
day before, cabbage could be cook- 
ed with it for the latter part of the 
cooking period and served as one 
ot the hot vegetables tor that day. 
Picnic shoulders, like many cuts 
of beef and pork, are cheaper right 
now than they have been in years, 
and they have the advantage in 
being the least expensive meat for 

ttang cold. 

“Poato salad makes an excellent 
accompanient for the shoulder. It 
is an old favorite and has tne ad- 
ditional recommendation that it 
doesn’t cost much to make. A hot 
green vegevable is quite appropriate 
tor the .cold meat, Wilted lettuce 
was chosen since the new loose lear 
lettuce can usually be tound now in 
the markets at very attractive 
prices.

The above hand was played at 
Contract Bridge. South, with a 
count of 17 and all four suits stop- 
ped, bid two No ‘Trumps; and 
North, with a count of 11, bid three. 

»At Auction Bridge, South’s one 
No Trump would not be con! 

In the play, West opened his best 
four-card major (Spades) prefer- 
ring it to.a stronger minor; and 
South’s Ten won the trick. The 
Spade. lead proved to be an un- 
fortunate selection; but no lead 
would have saved game if Declarer 
took all the tricks his holding 
would permit. 

Declarer now could count four 
Spade tricks, two Hearts and two 
Diamonds; the needed ninth trick 
must be won in Diamorids or Clubs. 


when West played the Queen De- 
clarer thought it was a false card 
from Queen-Jack. North won 
with the King and continued the 
suit, South winning with the Ace. 
A Third Diamond cleared the suit; 
but when East won with the Jack 
he led Clubs through South and as 
a result the adversaries ran four 
Club tricks which made a total of 
five and left Declarer one down. 

Where was the error? 

The Correct Play 

Declarer could have made his 
game contract by ducking West’s 
Queen of Diamonds at tricks 2. 
That Queen might have been a 
singleton, or a false card from 
Queen-Jack-x or Queen-Jack. If 
it was a doubleton or trebleton, 
duckimg would not cost larer 
his game; but if it was a gleton 
and North played the King, East 
would obtain the lead on the third 
Diamond round and be in position 
to lead through Declarer’s very 
vulnerable King of Clubs. The es- 
sential thing was to keep East out 
of the lead; so West’s Queen of 
Diamonds should have been per- 
mitted to win.

NOTE: Under date of January 
13, 1926, an ps Hh ped was passed 
amending Sections 1781 and 1783 of 
the Chicago municipal code of 1922 
which prohibited vaccination or in- 
oculation or médication ef any kind 
without consent. However,’ the 
provisions of this ordinance have 
been violated regularly by. the 
health department until April 1931 
at which time through efforts of 
the American Medical Liberty 
league, Mayor Thompson promised 
that the ordinance would now be 
violated any. more. In accordance 
with this promise, he had Corpora- 
tion Counsel Samuel A. Ettelson 
render a written‘ opinion of his in- 
terpretation of this ordinance. 

In this opinion the Corporation 
Counsel states: 

“Neither the board. of health nor 
any other branch of the local gov- 
ernment possesses. any power to 
compel any persons to submit to 
vaccination or injection” of any 
virus or medication, without their 
consent, or in the case of children, 
without the consent of: their par- 
ents or guardians.”
